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ry, provided the offertory is appreciated 
by the congregation that assembled in 
these con secrated courts. Last year’s work 
gave us 74 baptisms—20 adult—5 deaf- 
mutes—54 children—5 of deaf-mutes ; 
38 confirmed—8 deaf-mutes ; 44 couples 
married—4 deaf-mutes; 53 burials—4 
deaf mutes. There were admitted and 
received to the communion, 59 ; 39 re¬ 
moved and 11 died (4 deaf-mutes), leav¬ 
ing the present number of communi¬ 
cants about about 490, of whom upwards 
of GO are deaf-mutes. The general services 
for Sunday and week days, and the cele¬ 
bration of the Holy Communion went on 
as usual. In both Sunday-schools we 
had about 150 children, who were on 
various occasions publicly catechized. 
During the whole year we tried to carrv 
out the system as laid down in the Bo( 1c 
of Common Prayer, believing that to he 
the only way in which effective Church 
work can be done, leaving the results 
with God. 

On the 20th anniversary of our birth¬ 
day, it seems proper for me to place upon 
record again a short account of the provi¬ 
dential circumstances which led to the 
formation of this parish, and then at¬ 
tempt a brief history of its progress to 
the present time. 

In June, 1850, I was ordained deacon 
by Bishop Whittingham, and at St. 
Stephen’s Church, corner of Broome and 
Chrystie streets, under the rectorship of 
the Rev. Dr. Price. My father having 
founded the first Institution for deaf- 
mutes in this country, at Hartford, Con¬ 
necticut, in April, 1817, my mother and 
my wife being deaf-mutes—and I—hav¬ 
ing been a teacher for the seven years 
preceding in the New York Institution 
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Thinking.

Iu the fall of 1850 we formed a 
weekly evening Bible class for deaf-mute 
men and women in the vestryroom ot St. 
Stephen’s Church, which the Rector had 
kindly placed at our disposal. The room 
soon became so crowded that we were 
obliged to remove to No. 59 Bond street, 
where we held our meetings regularly 
every Thursday evening for several years. 
This special work among the deaf-mutes 
.of the city was car ried on with consider¬ 
able difficulty, for J #ill continued teach¬ 
ing at the Institution, widen was at 
time at the comer of Fourth avenue and 
Fiftieth street. As I lived, however, 
quite .down in the city, I gave portions 
of the afternoons and evenings to my 
newly uiyAerfeJieu special duties. I be¬ 
came a sort of pastor among my deaf- 
mwte frpwfe; &9M privilege 

of baptizing several in St. Stephsfi’g 
Church, where I was assistant minister. 
In the spring of 1851, at a confirmation 
held in the Cburph by Bishop Chase, of 
New Hampshire, eight deaf-mutes were 
confirmed. They subsequently became 
communicants. In June, 1851, I was 
ordained priest by Bishop Delaucey in 
Grace Church, Brooklyn Heights. For 
a great portion of the year fallowing I 
officiated on Sundays’ at St. Paul’s 
Church, Morrisania, though keeping up 
the Thursday evening meetings among 
the deaf mutes of the city. In the spring 
of 1852, one of the most interesting pupils 
of the Institution, named Cornelia La- 
throp, was taken with consumption, and 
went to her home in the city. I often 
visited her. She was a sincere Christian.

In a recent number of the Mexico 
Independent, some one having lieard 
retired farmers, as lie thought, unjustly- 
reproached, stepped forth as their apolo¬ 
gist, anil also as the apologist of super¬ 
annuated, retired persons of other 
callings, as he very properly ’considered 
that they too were censured by implication. 

There is one class, however, that vas 
not noticed in the article alluded to; I 
refer to that of retired Christians. I 
respectfully submit that they should aot 
be overlooked. 

By a retired Christian is meant me 
who, after commencing, by profession 
and practice, the Christian life, and man¬ 
ifesting an appropriate zeal and activity 
for a season, or for a series of years, 
filially relapses into an indifferent and 
inactive state—a sort of graveyard con¬ 
dition. 

Whoever undertakes to apologize for 
such a retirement, will find that he lias 
not as clear a case as he who apologizes 
for those who retire for cause from secu¬ 
lar callings. The difference in the two 
cases is this : the secular retirement is 
from a calling which is temporal in its 
nature, and relates to the interests of this 
world only; while the Christian’s calling 
relates to both worlds, and involves 
interests connected with eternity as

cipul reliance for rovenue is on the trade 
coming from tho immediately surround¬ 
ing country. Such a source of reliance 
must necessarily be limited ; the few may 
mciease in wealth, but the many will 
either remain stationary, or retrograde 
and become proportionately poor. 

There is no question, but that the in¬ 
troduction, to a practicable extent, even 
of tho manufacturing business in Mexico 
would push up the value of real estate’ 
the number of its population, and the 
general business thrift in a short time, to 
at least fifty per cent beyond what it now 
is. It is a matter of some wonder that 
our permanent citizens and leading busi¬ 
ness men havo not taken more interest 
in inviting and encouraging the intro¬ 
duction of the more important manufac¬ 
turing establishments. There has been ' 
quite encouragement enough given to a 1 
very exceptionable branch of manufac- 1 
turing. But take, for instance, the single 1 
branch of the shoe and boat manufacture •

agod, must always be remunerative, and ' 
one perhaps, that holds as conspicuous a j 
place in the industrial and producing 
economy of tho country as any other that 
can be named, and that, it is believed, 
might and ought to be introduced in 
our village. 

Judging from the vast quantity of 
boots and shoes we see exposed for sale 
in almost every store in town, the legiti¬ 
mate conclusion is, that the consumption 
must be vast! This aggregate stock, it 
must be remembered, comes from abroad; 
tho wholesale purchasing is done in for¬ 
eign markets, and the goods brought here 
to supply merely the retail demand ; a 
portion of tho money received from Die 
retail purchasers goes again to foreign 
markets, while the profits go to improve 
the financial circumstances of the vend¬ 
ors, and add little to the general wealth 
or pi-osperity of the community. 

By the way, and I mean no offense 
when 1 say that those engaged in trade 
purchase most of their supplies for living, 
at wholesale, away from homo ; so that 
the value of what they consume accrues 
not to the benefit of home, but to that of 
a foreign place. There is no fault, how¬ 
ever, to be found with this; it is their 
privilege. But it may not be inadmissi¬ 
ble to affirm that, though they have the 
natural right, it is not compatible with 
social right to so monopolize a branch of 
business that does not legitimately be¬ 
long with tho dry goods or grocery trade, 
us that the few shops we have in the 
place for manufacturing boots and shoes 
are able to do, perhaps, no more than 
just a living business, while some of the 
mechanics of that class are able to get 
employment only for a part of the time. 

Now, suppose the dry goods merchants 
and grocerymen in Mexico should sus¬ 
pend the shoe and boot department of 
their trade, and allow the proprietors of 
the village shops to expand their busi¬ 
ness, so as to produce the amount of 
leather ware that is now brought here 
from other plaoes, (it can be done here 
os well as in Boston, Lynn, or any other 
eastern town), and enable them to give 
steady employment to our own citizens 
of the craft, and call in scores of work¬ 
men from abroad, as
